The colored people of Montgomery, 


Ala., have issued a call for a mass meet- 
ing of their colored friends to assemble 
at Montgomery, September 25, to ex- 
press in "tones not to be misunder 
stood," their determination to insist on 
their rights, and, if those are denied 
them, to quietly leave and seek a land 
where the rights of citizenship under 
the law are cheerfully guaranteed to 
every man, irrespective of his oolor or 
political opinions. 


Great dissatisfaction exists through 


out the county in which Montgomery is 
situated, among the colored people as 
to the way they have been treated at 
the last election, where they cast as 
solid a Republican vote as ever before 
being united, without any dissension in 
their ranks, claiming that they cast at 
least as large a vote as in 187C, when 
the Kepublican majority in the county 
was 3,881, while it was changed this 
time to a Democratic majority of near- 
ly 2,700, obtained by Jthe most outrag- 
eous frauds, the use of troops at the 
polls, the marked ballot system and the 
arbitrary throwing out of four 
with large Republican majorities. 


Among other things, they state in 


their circular calling the mass-meeting 
"We are satisfied, in our own mind 
that the majority ^f the white people 
of this county, especially the planters 
men who know that they can not culti- 
vate their plantations successfully with 
out colored labor, are opposed to those 
stupendous frauds alluded to above, and 
would be willing to give us our politi 
cal and civil rights, tut we are sorry to 
say that they are powerless, and have 
no control over the ring of unscrnpu 
lous politicians who run roughshod over 
this county. A last chance is given to 
them and to us, and thai will be the 
next Presidential election in November 
We love Alabama, and we would like to 
stay and to die in the land whece rnns 
of us were born, and who.ro the graves 
of ancestors lie ; but, after we are made 
free men, we love our jfreedom and ou 
rights more, and are determined, in the 
most peaceable way, to get them re 
spected, and to be ourselves and our 
cliililron free men for all time to come 
Don't send delegates, but come, one 
come nil, to the mass meeting, here in 
Montgomery City, on the 2,r>th of Sep 
tember, 1880."

POOR BEN ! 


Terrible Accident on the Vanda- 


lia Road. 


Resulting Disastrously to a 


Becatur Boy.1! 


The Official Vote of Vermont 


TERHE HAUTE, IND., September 24. 


—A frightful collision occurred on the 
Vandalia Line at ten minutes past four 
o'clock this morning at Clear Creek 
trestle, about nine miles west of this 
city, between extra passenger train 


. 2, Westward bound, 
and extra 


freight train No. 11, east-bound. Eleven 
freight, tws postal cars and both en- 
gines were thrown from the track, piling 
in an ugly heap twenty-five feet below. 


The engineer and fireman of the 


freight train jumped off in time to save 
themselves from total destruction, but 
the engineer, James Watson, in so do- 
ing, had his left arm broken and shoul- 
der dislocated, besides receiving intcr- 


,1 injuries. 
Engineer Austin Rankin and fireman 


W. T. Saunders, of the passenger train, 
were both killed outright and buried 
beneath the debris of the wreck. 


Lijrman Booth, a brakeman of the 


freight train, had his leg broken beneath 
the knee and his head out, besides being 
bruised in several places. 


Benjamin Dillehunt, Ernest Umber- 


soil and Wm. Hunt, all postal clerks, 
were more or less injured, the first 
named having his leg broken near the 
trunk. 


There were six persons in the postal 


cara at the time of* the aocident, and, 
strange as it may appear, but three of 
them were injured, although both cars 
were literally smashed into pieces. 


A wrecking train left this city for the 


scene of the disaster at 6 o'clock this 
morning, and arrived in the city with 
the dead and wounded about 9 o'clock. 
It afterward returned bearing an in- 
creased number of men and several offi- 
cers of the road, among the President 
McKeen. At 3 o'clock the track was 
cleared so as to let trains pass. Both 
of the killed lived in this city, where 
they each leave small families. 


The cause of the accident was a mis- 


take in the reading of orders by the en- 
gineer and conductor of the freight 
train. 
The damage is estimated at 


$30,000. 
None of the passengers were 


injured, in fact those in the sleeper 
knew nothing of the accident until af- 
terward informedjof it. The track is 
cleared, and trains are now running on 
regular time. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—The Herald 


publishes a letter of its correspondent 
who accompanied the Sehwatka 
ex- 


pedition to King Williams' Island. The 
story refers more particularly to the 
incidents of the great sledge journey. 
This is supplemented, however, by the 
discovery of relics and the examination 
of native witnesses, which led to the 
sad conclusion that the fate of the of- 
fioers and orews of the Erebus and Ter- 
ror was terrible, even to the utmost 
limit of imagination, and that the rec- 
ords of the Franklin expedition are lost 
beyond recovery. 
Old men and women 


of the Esquimaux tell the story of those 
who were doubtless the last survivors 
of these unfortunate vessels with a min- 
uteness of detail and evident truthful- 
ness whijjh place their fate 
bfjotid 


doubt. Of what had become of their 
great leader, of the large numbers of 
men who constituted the crews nothing 
could bo discovered. 
Only a small 


party of officers, black about the mouths, 
with no flesh on their bones, is seen, 
dragging a boat across the ice, and then 
they disappear, and nothing more is 
seen of them until their skeletons are 
found under their boat and in a tent, a 
prey to wild beasts, and with dreadful 
evidences that they had been driven to 
•feed on the weaker of their companions 
before finally yielding to starvation and 
cold. Such is the sad conclusion which 
the discoveries of this expedition irre- 
sistibly load to. That the records of 
the Franklin expedition were with this 
party is also painfully evident from the 
testimony of the nativesj who naturally 
considered them of no importance, and 
by whom they were allowed to lie 
around as playthings for the children 
and eventually destroyed.
